Tue Medicine Hat Times of last issue has a 
short article on Canada which has the pight 
ting. Those who belittle Canada because it 
is net equal to the United States in popula- 
tion er wealth would cut down the twig be- 
cause it is nota tree. Canada is not as great 
as the United States to-day, but it has with- 
initthe elements of a higher and better 
greatness. 

Tue Montreal Star says that in the face of 
@ fall in the price of raw cotton the manufac- 
turers of Canada have taken advantage of 
the protective policy to increase their prices, 
It warns them that they are taking an ad- 
vantage of the protective policy that the 
people won't stand. The manufacturers will 
doubtless ask in answer, if the national 

licy is not instituted to enable them to get 

etter prices than they are really entitled to 
why does it exist? 


Tue Winnipeg Sun says that the price of 
wheat in Manitoba this fall will probably be 
not more than 50 cts. a bushel, which is but 
very little above the cost of production, and 
in a bad season with a poor quality of wheat 
would mean an actual loss. From this it 
argues that it is ‘nething short of insanity 
for a new comer to settle in the far west” 
where without any advantage of soil, climate 
or pee of land the price of his wheat, owing 
to increased distance from market must be 
stilllower. Looking at the matter in an- 
other light, how much short of insanity is it 
for a settlor to engage in an industry which 
affords only a bare profit in a good year and 
in which upto the present time the bad 
yous have equalled the good ones? Is the 

usiness of working for the wheat buyer, 
the railroad company, the machine agent 
and the land shark, asa majority of the 
wheat growers of Minnesota, Dakota and 
Manitoba are doing to-day so pleasant that 
others should engage in it, rather than eome 
further west where the country is better 
suited for more profitable and less uncertain 
branches of the farming industry, which do 
not admit of the farmers being driven by the 
wheat buyer, the railroad company and the 
maesine agent into the hands of the land 
shark, 


AN article appeared in the Lethbridge 
News lately te the effect that twelve famlies 
of desirable settlers had come in frem Mon- 
tana and settled on Lee’s creek, Southern 
Alberta, also giving an account of the im- 
provements actual and prospective being 
made by them. The item did not mention 
what now appears to be the fact, that they 
are Mormons and are likely to be followed 
by Osners. It also appears likely that a 

ormon colony will scttle near Medicine 
Hat. Some of the eastern papers object to 
the presence of the Mormons absolutely, 
while the MacLeod Gazctte and Lethbridge 
News champion their cause, minus polygamy 
of course, and the Medicine Mat Times is 
neutral, provided they drop the objec- 
tionable practice. From other sources it ap- 

ars that communications have passed be- 
ween the Mormons and the Canadian gov- 
ernment on the subject of settlement by 
disciples of that faith in the North-West. It 
must be acknowledged on behalf of the 
Mormons that they are sober, industrious 
and thrifty, and from their experience in 
rainless Utah are peculiarly fitted for settle- 
ment in partsof the Territories where the 
rainfali is frequently insutticient for ordinary 
agriculture. On the other hand it must be 
remembered that they belong toa sect in 
comparison with whose belief that of the 
Mahometans of Soudan, or of the Thugs of 
India is tight and liberty. Their polygamy, 
to which such strong objections are raised, 
is ene of the milder manifestations of their 
rinciples. In so much as their numbers are 
nereased, by se much is the welfare of 
seciety and the safety of the state endanger- 
ed. Mormonism is as essentially a treason as 
areligion. It isthe height of folly to con- 
sider these vecie apart from their belief. 
For their religion they have taken 
to the desert. oritthey exist. Ae set- 
tlers they are desirable ; as Mormons imost 
undesirable. With their religion, as a re- 
ligion, the state has nothing todo. But asa 
conspiracy against society and a treason 
against constituted authority it has, or 
should have, everything to de. If these peo- 
ple choose to really sink their Mormonism in 
heir citizenship, of eourse their Presence 
cannot be objected to; but it is to be 
heped that in any communication they may 
have had with the Canadian government 
they have been given to understand that

THE H. B. ROUTE. 

Taat Canada has reached its present state 
of wealth and prosperity must be due to the 
inherent advantages of country and the in- 
herent industry and business capacity of the 
people. Certainly it is not due to the liberal 
spirit in which these who are supposed to 
guide ite destinies or mould its opinions 
have expressed themselves. Whatever 
greatness it may achieve in the future must 
be in spite of a feeling that seems to be al- 
most universal from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, namely that the progress of euch 
locality is dependant not on that of the rest, 
but on the misfortunes or drawbacks of the 
rest. When the small-pox was making 
havoc in Montreal the Teronto World made 
capital out of the fact fer Toronto and cen- 
gratu'ated itself that Montreal’s supremacy 
was on the decline. When the province of 
Manitoba wished to secure railway competi- 
tion the same patriotic journal together with 
the also very patriotic Hamilton Spectator, 
Montreal Gazette, Montreal Herald and 
others strain truth and common-sense to 
preve that the prevince is bankrupt and 
thereby prevent it from raising the neces- 
sary funds. But when the question of a 
Hudson Bay outlet for the North-West is 
touched is when the hue and cry becomes 
general, The advantages of such a route, if 
practicable, to Canada in general and the 
North-West in particular are admitted. 
Would it net be the part of those who trade 
so successfully en the patriotic cry to ge as 
far as they could in encouraging the at least 
experimental development of that route? 
Would it not be at least fair when they as- 
sume to state known facts regarding it that 
they should state those favorable as well as 
those unfavorable? Because the trade 
which the H. B. route would develop—which 
can only exist by its adoption—-would not 
find outlet by way of Montreal or Toronto 
the papers of those cities feel it to be their 
duty to prevent its adoption. Although 
they would benefit to some extent by the 
general development of the country con- 
sequent on the successful opening of the H. 
B. route, becanse they would not have the 
sole benefit they step at nething to prevent 
its coming into use. 

In a late issue the Montreal Star professes 
to give an editorial synopsis of Lieut. Gor- 
don’s last revort,which it says evidently con- 
tains the plain unvarnished truth. The 
Star’s first remark is that Lieut. Gordon was 
not started until June 24th because the min- 
ister knew it was no use. Then follows the 
particulars of his struggle with the ice up to 
July 26th when he entered the bay clear of 
ice. Then his remarks adverse to Port Nel- 
son asaharbor. Then his remarks concern- 
ing the difficulty of working the compass in 
the straits and concluding with a few re- 
marks of the Star's own entirely adverse to 
the route. The Star neglects to mentien 
that in view ef the feeling against the H. B. 
reute held by eastern men who largely con- 
trol the eastern yote it is a patent fact that 
Lieut. Gordon was sent, not to discover 
Hudson's straits navigable but to discover 
them unnavigable. Also that notwithstand- 
ing this his report shows that the straits are 
more safely navigable for ordinary vessels 
during at least August and September than 
the Straits of Belle Isle on the direct route 
from England to Montreal, on account of 
their being wider and less subject to fog. It 
may be remarked that two months would be 
ample time to allow the steam fleets at pres- 
ent traversing theoceanto remove any possible 
surplus of North West wheat or other pro- 
duce from H. B. ports. The Star also 
neglects to mention that Lieut. Gerdon re- 
ports that vessels adapted to Arctic work 
could traverse the straits for at least three 


months. It forgets to mention ia connection | 
with the difficulty of navigating the straits | 


that two or mere M. B. vessels have passed 
through in each of the past 100 years and 
from two to seventeen United States whalers 
in eaeh of the past forty years, the propor. 
tion of disasters having been no greater than 
elsewhere on the Atlantic coast.

depth up for a considerable distance further. 
—The holding ground is excellent—This 
harbor is an eminently safe one—The ap- 
proaches to Churchill are well marked and 
in clear weather the land stands out clear 
and high, being easily identified at a distance 
of from ten to twelve miles. [i thick 
weather the rule for making this harbor is to 
steer in W. b. S. keeping in 20 fathoms ef 
water—This harbor is admirably suited fora 
railroad terminus. The necessary docks 
could be easily and cheaply built, and the 
deep water basin enlarged at small cost. 
Stone is lying at the water’s edge ready to be 
laid into docks and piers, and nature seems 
to have left little to be done in order to make 
thie a capacious port fit for doing a business 
of the greatest magnitude.” Plainly if Lieut. 
Gordon’s report centains the plain unvarn- 
ished truth the Star’s editorial does not. 
The strangest part of the whole business is 
that Lieut. Gordon’s report, and the Star in 
another issue agrees with him,that although 
the straits are not safely navigable and the 
season is very short United States whaling ves- 
sels have navigated them to such an extent 
for the past forty years, doing a most profit- 
able trade the while, that they have pretty 
well cleared the bay of its wealth ef whales 
and seals and that it is high time the gov- 
erament should protect them or they will be 
entirely destroyed. It will strike most peo- 
ple that if it is possible to carry whale pro- 
ducts out of the bay so quickly and prefit- 
ably wheat might also be carried out. And 
also that it has beena strange policy that 
has kept Canada blind to its own wealth in 
the bay until that wealth has been partially 
destroyed by foreigners. This seenis to be 
running sectionalism into the ground.

POLICE REPORT, 1886. 

Commissioner Herchmer reports the estab- 
lishment of a complete line of outposts eon- 
nected by patrols between the Manituba 
boundary and the Rockies. The result has 
quite answered his expectations es horse 
stealing and smuggling have been toa creat 
extent stepped. dn the withdrawal of a 
party 1 September between Cypress and 
Lethbridge a party of South Piegans at 
tempted to take advantage of it. Constant 
patrols have been carried on by all the de- 
visions. A map is attached marked with 
patrol routes, to give an idea of the ‘en- 
ormous tract of country that has been fre- 
quently patrolled.” The force, except G 
division, was well horsed. @nly North-West, 
British Columbia and Oregon horses are to 
be used in the force for any purpose here- 
after. These horses cost about $125 apiece. 
Horses have incomparably hard duties, hav- 
ing frequently to make 50 miles a day in 
pursuit of criminals. A number of horses 
were turned out for the winter to allow them 
to recruit their strength and te save forage 
The forage expenditure had been reduced to 
the lowest point that the efficiency of the 
service would permit. Every effort had been 
made to do away with outside transport. 
The harness supplied, with the exception of 
that bought in the country from local deal- 
ers, had been of very good quality, but too 
heavy. He hoped that in future the police 
would be allowed to make halters and other 
small articles themselves. All imitations of 
the California saddle made in Canadaare un- 
suitable. Good numnahs could not be pro- 
cured in Canada, and should be got from the 
iniperial cavalry service. The force is well 
supplied with seven and nine pounder guns, 
but machine guns would be more suitable, 
and one should be supplied to each division. 
Extra ammunition should be allowed the 
men at the lowest price, for target practice. 
Many of the men who joined in ’85 were un- 
suited for the service, had to be invalided 
or deserted. Some escaped and some were 
recaptured, who after undergoing aterm of 
imprisonment turned out very well indeed. 
Men wanted for the service were farmers’ 
sons and men who had been a short time in 
the imperial service. There are a number of 
young men of good family and education, many 
of whom after a short service in which they 
get accustomed to the work are all that can 
be desired. The best and smartest men 
generally after one period of five years de- 
cline to re-engage. To induce them to re- 
main a system of pensions is proposed. It 
is not possible to expect the very young men 
of the police to enforce the prohibitory laws. 
They require an example of older men with 
afuturein the service before them. No 
constable should be kept in the force who 
requires dismissal for any offence. Men now 
receive two-thirds the price of the kit al- 
lowance that they do not use. Extra pay 
has been recommende’ to be granted artizans 
in the force, to do away with the necessity of 
having work done outside. The conduct of 
the men has been very good. The establish- 
ment of recreation rooins and assistance to 
bands is recommended. Owing to the pres- 
ent unsettled routes of various railways 
about to be constructed, it is not advisable 
to spend money on the erection of new bar- 
racks until we are satisfied where they will 
be permanently required, and for the present 
rented buildings and boarding houses must 
meet our requirements in winter and tents 
insummer. There is trouble in getting 
clothing large enough for the men of the 
force. A year’s supply should always be kept 
at Regina. The establishment of tailors’ 
shops at head-quarters will greatly improve 
the fit of the clething and with that the ap- 
pearance of the men. No more buffalo over- 
coats can be procured, A riding school has 
been established at Regina where inspector 
Matthews instructs recruits in riding, and 
Supt. Gagnon in police duties. ‘* The estab- 
lishinent of a small force of reliable detec- 
tives,already authorized,isurgently required, 
particularly if the North-West liquor laws are 
to be enforced. I an: sorry to say that in the 
enforcement of this law the police receive 
very little real encouragement from the class 
of settlers who are loudest in their coim- 
plaints of its evasion. If the settlers opposed 
to liquor do not care to take the responsi- 
bility and odium of laying information it is 
useless for them to complain that the police 
are not sufficiently zealous in this direction.” 
Owing to want of competition and arrange- 
nents between traders beef is dearest where 
it should be cheapest. At Regina it is only 
seven cents, at MacLeod 10 cents and at Ed- 
monton, Battleford and Prince Albert lfica 
pound. Hungarian patent process flour 
should be used and the baking done by the 
force. The system lately adopted of paying 
accounts at Kegina works very well indeed 
and the establishment of a supply store at 
head-quarters will work admirably. At the 
same time the practice of purchasing at 
divisional head-quarters should be encour- 
aged. It isthe aim of the commissioner to 
purchase all forage and other supplies from 
the settlers ateach post. Additional veter- 
inary surgeons are required. Wells have 
recently been gunk atall the posts. Tanke 


and windmills should be erected at every 
post A telegraph line from Edmonton to 


Calgary is badly needed. ‘I applied lately 
forasmalland convenient printing press; 
this would save an enormous amount of 
writing, and enable us to, at all times, have 
a sufficient supply of forms on hand.” Most 
of the desertions were of men in their first 
year of service. All the divisions in the west 
are in every way ready for any emergency 
that may arise. The health of the force has 
been good with the exception of an outbreak 
of fever at Battleford which resulted in five 
deaths. The Indian ofticials were escorted 
at the payinente and a force was kept on the 
C. P. in British Columbia. Some of the 
finest men got into trouble and rather than 
face the consequences deserted. The mail 
was robbed twice and one robber secured. 
After the robbery the mails on the Saskatch- 
ewan routes were constantly escorted by 
police until the cold weather set in. Out- 
posts had been established along the routes 
for the winter and patrolling would be re- 
sumed as soon as deemed advisable in the 
spring. The Indians are quiet and no trouble 
is likely to oecur in the north. In the south 
aslong as the Indians are mounted and 
armed there will be cause for uneasiness. 
The price of beef must come down. Oats 
were plentiful at Calgary and Edmonton and 
wheat wasa good crop at Prince Albert. 
Too little fall plowing is done in the North- 
West, and the farmers will not draw manure 
from the police stables. Large game is dis- 
appearing, but hunters still makea good 
living by killing the fur bearing animals. 
Reports of the superintendents of the 
force and other officers follow.

That settlers 
are abandoning their homes and fleeing to 
the towns for protection in consequence, and 
that at least one town is practically in a state 
of seiye. The story was the same when 
Geronitno broke loose in Arizona and Joseph 
in Montana. These localities are those 
chiefly snfested by the legendary cowboy, 
whois such a holy terror, in newspaper 
columns, to all living things. Strange to 
say when the Indians are on the rampage 
we never hear of the cowboys. After the 
much abused United States soldier has suc- 
ceeded in corralling the Indians stories of 
warlike exploits ef cowboys are apain in 
order. The fact appears to be that the 
United States newspaper correspondent is 
responsible for an imaginary cowboy, who 
no matter how picturesque a character he 
might be does not actually exist.

Mr. Hayterisat Prince Albert ex- 
amining accounts connected with the elec- 
tion of last winter. Police barracks are not 
to be built this year. Gophers have injured 
crops considerably between the rivers. 

Tuk Regina Leader and Qu’Appelle Pro- 
gress united in a late issue in devoting their 
scurrilous attention to the BULLETIN, the 
occasion being an alleged attack upon the 
lieutenant-governor. The reasoning which 
construed the BULLETIN article—dealing with 
the position of two certain churches on the 
Indian question—into such an attack re- 
sembles that of the swell who knew two 
friends were talking of him, ‘‘for they laugh- 
ed consumedly.” To mention the Indian 
department, in the eyes of these faithful 
spaniels, isan attack upon the Jidian com 
missioner. The rivalry between them, which 
has been amusing their readers for some 
time past, is evidently as te which shall be 
constituted hizzoner’s lickspittle in chief. 


Goldwin Smith said recently in a speech at 
Selkirk, Manitoba, ‘* The monuments of Sir 
John Macdonald's long rule as it seems to 
me, are likely to be e vast debt, a country 
becoming dearer to live in and a million Can- 
adians on the other side of the Jine.

The Tribune complains that very little in- 
terest is taken in the appreaching Calgary 
agricultural exhibition. 

Calgary’s rate of assessment isa cent for 
municipal and six mills for school purposes. 
The Protestant school gets $4,000 and the 
Catholic schoo! $500. 

Reported that the Rocky mountain loeust 
has appeared at Beaver river settlement, 
forty miles from Saskatoon, and cempletely 
eaten up the crops there. 

Atwe year old child of Thos. Pingle of 
Regina was lately lost for 72 hours in the 
Qu’Appelle valley north of Pense. It was 
found after a diligent search very little the 
worse. 

The Winnipeg Commercial of Auy. 32nd 
says the heavy rains of a week or so ago 
have flooded low meadows in some parts of 
the province. 


Alex. MacArthur, brother of Duncan Mae- 
Arthur of the Commercial bank and of Peter 
MacArthur, steamboat man, died in Winni- 
peg on August 2let. Mr. MacArthur was an 
old time Winnipeger. 

The North-West land company have at 
last agreed to pay their Regina taxes for the 
peorent year and acknowledge their liability 
or the future in consideration of their taxes 
Over due being remitted. 

Montreal Star: It will be noticed that the 
harvest in Manitoba is much earlier than it 
is in these parts of Canada.

Marshallsay of Whitewood 
eppolntes sheriff of East Assiniboia in place 
of an Ontario man, By the way the displaced 
man was then shipped to Alberta. He had 
secured the grant of $10,000 to the North. 
West agricultural societies, and the location 
of the territorial experimental farm in Fast 
Assiniboia. Me had assisted in getting the 
North-West school grant increased hy $12,- 
000, and that for roads and bridges by $5,- 
000, Mr. Davin had introduced certain bills 
without consulting him. He, Perley, thought 
the government should have introduved the 
bills, and on interviewing Mr. White that 
gentleman told him they would have to be 
vihdravn. He seconded the bills but did 
not support them. He hod secured the ex- 
tension ef the Fights of second homesteading 
te those who h becoine entitled to patent 

before June 2nd '86. He had Spoken against 
the heavy duty on agricultural implements. 
On the disallowance question he did net 
think it advisable to insur C. P. R. hostility 
te haul wnnlogs chestnuts out of the fire. 
He only interfered with North-West matters, 
leaving eastern inatters to be attended to by 
eastern men. He realized the importance of 
his ition as a North-West re resentative, 
He had determined that he would net inter- 
fere with eastern matters, but when North- 
West mattere came up he intended to have 
semething toeay. He soon found that long 
speeches were not listened to and that he 
could do more by meeting the different 
cabinet ministers and urging the wants of 
his constituents privately than by makin 

long speaches in parliament, He found Sir

The corn crop in the western etates is an 
almost total failure owing to drouth. Farm- 
ere are selling off their hogs without fatten- 
ing them, and orders have been received at 
Chicago and New York from corn growing 
districts for old eern. 

The council of H. B. officere now bein 
held in Winnipeg is attended by the chie 
factors of the trade districts from the At- 
lanticte the Paeifie and from the Arctic 
ocean to the boundary line. The company 
is preparing to enter upon a vigerous policy 
in all ite departments. 

The Calgary Tribune says that Shaw whe 
was arrested for the murder of Swansten at 
Banff was released by the judge on the pre- 
liminary examination with those werds: 
“Remember you are not acquitted of the 
charge ; should we get more evidence you 
will be brought back here.” It complains 
that this is not fair treatinent to either the 
prisoner or the public. 


A beom is reported at the Ille-cille-waet 
mines in the Selkirks east of Revelstoke on 
the C. P. R. in British Columbia. A strong 
company is working the mines which are sit- 
uated several miles from the C. P. R., the 
ore being packed to the railway on mules 
aud then shipped to the States for smelting. 
A town is springing up near the mines which 
is going ahead of Revelstoke. 

The Calgary Tribune reports the finding of 

lacer gold diggings on Prairie oreek which 
joins Clearwater river about two miles above 
ts junction with the North Saskatchewan at 
Rocky mountain house. Messers. McVittie, 
B. M. Godsal, F. W. Padmere, John Sands, 
Baptiste Annas, Paul Fyaut and Joseph 
L'Hirondele have prospected the lecality and 
taken up claims, on Prairie creek about 25 
miles from ite mouth. They sunk a hole 
fourteen feet deep and found the prospect 
richer the further they went down, at the 
bottom being 1} to 2ic tothe pan. The in- 
flow of water prevented their going deeper. 
It is proposed to erganize a company te work 
the diggings. The trail from Calgary turns 
north-westerly from the Edmonton trail five 
miles south ef Scarlett’s. 


An advertisement appearing in some ef the 
territorial papers gives the terms upon which 
grants will be made by the department of 
agriculture to North-West agricultural so- 
eiety. The highest grant which will be paid 
to any seciety is $250, on a membership of 
88 or a subseription ef $83, und the lowest 
$150 on a membership of 50 witha subscrip- 
tion of $50. A statement giving the name, 
location, officers, members and subscriptions 
of the society certified to by a justice of the 
peace must be furnished the minister of ayri- 
culture not later than Sept. let. On these 
terms it would require 40 societies to absorb 
the appropriation. As there is at an outside 
estimate not more than 20 societies in the 
territories a grant of $5,000 would have met. 
the case as well as $10,000 or $40,000. But 
then it would not have sounded so generous. 


Tue following circular was received last 
mail by the secretary ef the Edmonter agri- 
cultural society: ‘‘ Regina, Aug. 12th, 1887. 
Sir—It is proposed the coming autumn to 
hold an agricultural convention at Regina to 
be composed of representatives from the 
Various provisional districts comprising the 
North-West Territory. No definite plan has 
yet been formulated, it being censidered 
advisable to leave this until there be appoint- 
ed a properly authorized committee. It is 
in the meantitne desirable that that this call 
should be issued to ascertain what your 
society can do to further the project; how 
many delegates it can send whose expenses 
it will more or less bear, and how many who 
will pay their own expenses, and the date of 
the conventien. So far the holding of such 
& eonvention has met with general faver. It 
is generally conceeded that the present yerr 
is most suitable for such a convention, and 
that the benefits which will result from’ such 
a gathering will be very great indeed. Kind- 
ly bring the matter to the immediate atten- 
tion of your sogiety and reply at your earliest 
Convenience, offering any suggestion that
